THE SIERRA MADRE PUBLIC LIBRARY 

Celebrating Its 60th Birthday March 31, 1970 

It was March 31, 1910, when the City Council of the City of Sierra Madre, under the leadership 
of C. W. Jones as Mayor, met in regular session and pa.ssed Ordinance 118, which created the Sie 
rra Madre Municipal Library Board consisting of Five Members, and thus switched the library known 
as Ross Memorial Library to the Sierra Madre Municipal Library. 

The first board of directors under the municipal system were: H. J. Potter, W. S. Andrews, Mrs. 
E. T. Pierce, Captain J. A. Osgood and L. C. Torrance. The first librarian received as her .salary $12 
per month and her duties included all the administrative and bookkeeping chores. She selected, or¬ 
dered, cataloged, processed and shelved the books, besides checking them out. Her staffed numbered 
21 / 2 . There were 1187 books on the shelves and the circulation wa.s 4,000. 

Today the library has a staff of five full-time employees and nine part-time workers, books on the 
shelf as oT February 1, 1970 numbered 34,020, and they had a yearly circulation for the 1968-69 year 
of 134,420, which was an 11.2 circulation per capita, which, incidently, is twice the national average. 

In addition to books, the library loans phonograph records, films and reproductions of fam¬ 
ous paintings. The present library building was constructed in 1954-55, contains 6,500 square feet and 
cost $62,000. 

Actually the Ross Memorial Library was started in the year 1886 when 50 families banded to¬ 
gether to form the library, and amonq them collected $3,041 that built the library buildinq that served 
the community for 67 years. 

The Sierra Madre Library is the smallest library in the system, it is the fourth oldest in the county 
and the 10th oldest in Southern California, but last month loaned more books to the library system 
than they borrowed. 

Sierra Madre Public Library is a member in the Metropolitan Cooperative Library System, makes 
the collections and services of sixteen other libraries available to Sierra Madre. The System's member¬ 
ship in the Southern California Answerinq Network (SCAN) makes available the reference resources of 
the Los Angeles Public Library. 

We certainly congratulate Sierra Madre for maintaining such a fine service to its people.
